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FACTS ABOUT IKE ABN 

ABN| the Anti-Bolshevik Bloc of Nation Sj Is a union of active 
reslstanoe or^anlsatloos and fighters of Soviet oppressed nations, 
created for the purpose of conbating Red inperialism, directed ft*om 
Moscov, and for the restoration of freedom and human rights to the 
peoples behind the Iron Curtain. 

Membership t The ABN comprises reslstanoe groups of the follow- 
ing nations I Estonlansi Latvians, Ii.tbuaxd.ans, BTolo-russiaxis, Ukraixr- 
Ians, Cseohs, Slovaks, Hungarians, Romanians, Bulgarians, Serbs, Croats, 
Albanians, Don Kosaks, Georgians, Armenians, Aserbaidshans, and North 
Caucasian, Turkestan and Ur^ aationa all yearning for freedom, their 
total mMber amounting to approx« 170 millions* No Polish exUe groups 
are represented in the ABN, owing to their pretentions of restoring a 
greater Polaxad which would include districts inhabited bx Uthuanlans, 
^yeoloruaeians and Ukrainians* The Polish underground, however, is 
ooUsborating with the reslstanoe movements of other Soviet oppressed 
nations* 

Hlstoy x The ABN has been Sounded In Novmnber, by guerrilla 

groups of u nations which were fluting in the Ukraine, first against 
the German Nazi occupants, but later agalxxst the Russian Bolsheviks. At 
the tlsm of the formation of the ABN it had already become obvious that 
the oollApse of the German war machine was imminent, and its members were 
organizing and pr^aring themselves for resistance against Soviet Bol- 
shevism, in which they were engaged till L9h6, ihen the headquarters of 
the ABN was transferred to the American zone of Western Germany. Much 
credit for the foundation of the JI^BN is due to the leader of the Ukralnan 
guerillas, genexml Taras Cuprinka, who has lost his life in action against 
NK7D troops on March 5 of the current year* 

Organisation : Each neober organization delegates three deputies to 
the Congress oT ^he ABN, which is the suprane advisory organ of the asso- 
ciation, and is called the Council of Nations. TheCGouncil elects f^m 
its Bddst a Proesidium of five, and an Scecutive GoaiBittee, also ccnsist- 
ing of five ambers. For reasons of expedlex^y the functions of the 
Ejceoutlve Committee are divided in the folloving sections: a/ military, 

b/ foreign affairs, c/ infoxiaation service and ^ econonic affairs* 

Aims and Objects : It is the object of the ABN to fi^t any form of 

totalitarian ii^peidalism, directed against the freedom of its member na- 
tions, laying particular stress on the fight against the Bolshevik dictator- 
ship of Moscow, the moot bxnital and most dangerous form of international 
aggression axKl oippresslon* IxKl^peodeDoe is to be restored to nations which 
have been deprived of it by Soviet occupation and absorb tlon* To ixatlons, 
held in the firm grip of the Kremlin* soever loirdship, the Inherent right of 
national eelf-deterndnation and ftee choice of gove rnm ent within enthmo- 
graphic limites le to be restored* 

It is pres«nod that all these nations will, after liberation ft: cm the 
Soviet yoke, voluntarily join seme form of international union of nations, 
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be it on a regional or united nations basisj depending upon the trend and 
circumstances and upon considerations hov best to preserve peace in the 
spirit of western denocracj* It is the flm convicticn of the meir^ers of 
the ABN that the ri^ts and national interests of all peoples shall be 
respooted azxl safeguarded* Disputes among nations with regard to the 
establishnent of ethnogr^hloallor just frontiers^ In partlcxilar, are to he 
resolved peacefully by seutral courts of arbitration^ for which procedure 
the Baltic countries have furnished exeoplary prededents in the past* 

Methods of Resietaaoe> Ihe ABN| fighting Soviet ljq>erialiaA with all 
fteana at Its di^^8al« is^ying especially stress on the following methods t 
a/ stinolation and support of guerrilla activities in Soviet occupied 
couxitriesi b/ active and passive sabotage/ 0 / infiltration by its members 
Into the Red Amy and the Soviet apparatus of administration; V propaganda 
in favor of restoration of freedom to the soviet oppressed people and 
nations among civilians and axmy men of various oppressed nationalities; 
s/ bringing the truth about Bolshevik terror and imperialism and about 
underground resistance against it to the attention of the public in free 
democracies* 

Finances I The funds of the ABN consist of voluntary donations^ col- 
leote3n!^r(M menbers and syapathisers, many of whom are refugees from Soviet 
persecution* 

Plana for Future Activities > The ABN, realising that the scope of its 
future activities will dc^endl t^on the amount of nori. and material si^pport 
coning from outside, is willing and prepared to synchronize Its anti- 
Bc&abevik action with the policy and political objects of the democratic 
powers, insofar as they are directed against totalitarian imperialism and the 
eaqpansion of the Soviet domain and toward the liberation of the enslaved 
nations behijad the iron Curtain* 

Being perfectly willing to adjust and coordinate its activities, bring- 
ing than in accord with the anti- Imperialistic policy of these powers, 
particularly the United States, the ABN envisages two chr ecologically sep- 
arated phases of its activities for the nearest fuguret 

1 / Its resistance to Cosmiunism and Soviet aggression would ronain 
essentially unchanged during the present period of the cold war, inteor- 
mingled with local conflicts, except that their scope may be extended, depend- 
ing upon available support* It is most essential to keep the fighting spirit 
and hopes for liberation alive among the Soviet oppressed nations, particu- 
larly tbs underground and active gunrrillas, by providing them any feasible 
encouragement and assistance* At the same time, depending upon means avail- 
able, intelligence on conditions behind the Iron Curtain could be Intensified 
through the clandestine channels of the ABN. 

2/ The second phase of activities of the ABN deals with preparation of 
the actlge elements of the oppressed nations for the imminent fi^t against 
Bolshevlsii till its total destruction, in case of an armed conflict* In 
this respect it most be made clear that the Red Amy, being completed to a 
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large e^ent of members of Soviet oppressed nationsj represents the sorest 
spot im the structure of the Soviet organism* In case of a genial mobil- 
isation for war this looming ailment in the Red Arnor' a morale would oon- 
sld«rabl7 inorease in ite proportions* It ia, there fore, essential to pay 
apeoial attention to anti-*Soviet propaganda in the Rod Azny» laying stress 
upon national llbenmion, which would provide soldiers belonging to Soviet 
enslaved nations a oonvlnQlng motive for turning against their oppressors, 
by joining anti-Soviet guerrillas, or surrendering voluntarily to the armed 
forces of the western powers* 

For the sake of the realization of the second phase, dealing with 
preparation for a (— — ) blow to the Soviets from wlthlni in case of war. 

It is most ossentlel to create and properly instruct a body of speciallsta 
fort a/, activlsatloxi and auipientatlon of guerrilla activities behind eneny 
linesi b/ eKeoutloD of acts of sabotage in industrial and caununicstlon 
center in enemy held territories; c/ intelligence service behind the Iron 
Curtain^ and d/ anti-Soviet propaganda activities in the raises of the 
Red Army*
